1. AS A MATTER OF POSSIBLE INTEREST (AND FOR WHATEVER 
IT WORTH) WE BELIEVE IT ADVISABLE TO REPORT FURTHER 
ALLEGATION BY ECWA EXEC SCTY AL-ATTAR, NAMELY. THAT HE

2. ACCORDING TO AL-ATTAR. DEROGATORY INFO ALLEGES THAT 
HE IS LEFTIST OR SOCIALIST AND THAT WHILE YEMEN PERMREP 
AT UN LAST YEAR HE SUPPORTED INITIATIVES AND VOTED FOR 
RESOLUTIONS BY VARIOUS COMMUNIST DELEGATIONS, WHICH US 
OPPOSED. EMBOFF NOTED THAT SAUDIS PROBABLY ALREADY 
HAVE AMPLE INFO REGARDING AL-ATTAR FROM OWN SOURCES 
INCLUDING INFO ON HIS CONTACTS WITH IRAQIS. AL-ATTAR 
ADMITTED THIS IS CERTAINLY TRUE.
